@FAO CALLS MEETING ON 
URGENT FOOD PROBLEM 

With a view to coordinatilig efforts 
to meet world food needs in the win- 
ter of 1946-47 and througout the fol- 
lowing year, the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations 
has called a meeting on urgent food 
problems to be held in Washington 
during the week beginning May 20th, 
Sir John Boyd Orr, Director-General of 
FAO, has announced. 

Those invited to the meeting include 
representatives of UNRRA, the Come 
bined Food Board, and other interna- 
tional organizations concerned with 
food, together with responsible min- 
isters especially from countries that 
have a major contribution to make. 

The conference is the outcome of 
discussions in the United Nations As- 
sembly in London, where a resolution 
was unanimously passed requesting 
international organizations concerned 
with food and agriculture to intensify 
efforts to obtain as full information as 
possible on the world food position 
and future outlook in order to assist 
governments in determining § their 
short and long term policy. “The in- 
itiative in this task,” Mr. Stettinins 
stated, “we feel should fall to the Food 
and Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations.”

UNITED CHURCH UNDERTAKES 
FUND FOR PENSIONS 

Interviewed regarding the Dominion- 
Wide United Chureh drive now under 
way for new capital needed for the 
ministers’ Pension Fund, Dr. Arnup, 
Moderator of the United Chureh of 
Canada stated that “when young men 
enter the ministry they surrender the 
possibility of material advancement 
and the accumulation of worldly 
wealth. They undertake to spend the 
whole of their working years in serv- 
ica to individuals and communities, 
For that service the monetary return 
is usually small. Over the last few 
years one half the ministers received | 
less than $1,500 yearly.” 

The moderator stated that it was 
“in view of this fact that the church 
undertakes to help in providing sec- 
urity in their old age” and that the 
present drive deserves “enthusiatie 
support from every minister and mem- 
ber of the church.” 

A canvass of all church members is 
now being carried out by volunteer 
canvassers representing all local 
churches, it is understood, in Canada 
and Newfoundland. The objective of 
the drive is 3% milion to place the 
pension fund on a sound basis and the 
drive continues until May 16th 1946.
